Response to Detailed Action: 

A request for a one month extension of time is included with this submission. 
Corrections are made in the informalities of claim 3. 

Claim 4 differentiates between the implant abutment, which remains attached to the 
implant set within the jawbone, and the implant analog post described in Claim 1 , which 
is cast into a stone model. Both abutment and post snap to the low profile cap to transfer 
alignment from the jawbone to the stone model, but are separate entities. The implant post in 
this application is an "analog" of the implant with attached abutment. Applicant will use the 
term "implant analog post" to clarify his claims.
